Dr. Tseo, who is tne daughter of 
Dr. and Mrs. Linhang Tseo, of Nan' 
chang, Kiangsi, China, came to Am­ 
erica in November. 19Lh*, with the 
first group of Chinese students from 
the T&mg Ilua Academy, under the 
auspices of the Chinese Educational 
Mission. 
She entered the Northwestern Uni­ 
versity at Evanston, 111., and gradu­ 
ated a year later. 
From there she 
went to the University of Michigan, 
at Ann Arbor, and graduated four 
years later. 
She then entered 
the 
University of Chicago and the Bu ah 
Medical College, in Ch. ca go, and re- 
ceived her M. D., graduating with 
high honors. 
Extensive Hospital Training. 
Dr. Tsoo then came to New York 
and 'entered Bellevue Hospital, re­ 
maining there until the middle of last 
year. 
Since that time she has spent 
a short time at the Willard Parker 
Hospital in this city, the New Eng­ 
land Hospital in Boston, and also at 
the Loyola University, where she was
